Blizzard Hits 
Texas; Dust 
Storms Continue

Spring erupted again today with 
a Texas blizzard, flooding rains 
and dust storms which left three 
persons dead and widespread prop­ 
erty damage through the South 
The Texas Panhandle 
city of 
Dalhart was isolated by more than 
a foot of snow In Jackson. Miss., 
a three inch rainfall flooded streets 
almost up to the level of car win­ 
dows. 
In the Southwest high winds kept 
some of the worst dust storms of 
the season going for the second 
day. 
Many towns in Texas. Okla­ 
homa and New Mexico were closed 
in by dust early today and hun­ 
dreds of motorists were reported 
marooned late Tuesday. 
The violent weather continued a 
pattern of April wildness. 
The 
northern plains were buried under 
the second major blizzard in a 
week Tuesday and ripping wind' 
have been tearing at the dust bowl 
The new outbreak started with 
two tornadoes in Texas, three in 
Arkansas and one each in Louisi­ 
ana and Indiana late Tuesday. An 
unidentified man was killed at Pine 
Bluff, Ark., when a twister toppled 
his home 
The vicious storm pattern then 
changed quickly, sweeping the Tex­ 
as Panhandle with blizzard snows 
carried by 63-mile-per-hour winds 
and dumping 4.21 inches of rain on 
Greenwood, Miss. 
9.1 Mile Wind at Pueblo, Colo. 
At Amarillo. Tex., a newsman 
caid "we got du*t. then we got 
rain, and then we got more dust " 
Dalhart, a high plains city of 
6.000 located 80 miles north of 
Amarillo, was quickly snowed-in. 
Heavy ice snapped every telephone 
line and most power lines leading 
into the city and its communica­ 
tions with the outside world ceased 
completely. 
Still farther north, there was a 
foot and a half of snow at Boise 
City, Okla. 
Fog closed in Tyler, 
Tex., ending an opening day base­ 
ball game in the third inning, and 
du*t cut visibility to an eighth of 
a mile at Big Springs, Tex 
The swirling dust appeared even 
worse farther west. The winds hit 
93 miles per hour at Pueblo, Colo., 
Tuesday and a woman carrying a 
year old baby was lifted 15 feet in 
the air as she stepped from her 
home.

blinding dust storm. 
A third 
weather-caused

six pharmaceutical 
houses 
had been licensed to produce the 
vaccine. 
B. K. Richardson, deputy health 
director, said the departm ent also 
has been told by the 
National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis 
that “ we would be kept informed” 
of all developments in the nation­ 
wide inoculation program. 
Richardson said the department 
plans to have the vaccine for the 
southern half of the state sent di­ 
rectly to Springfield^ F'rom here it 
will be distributed to local health 
departments for the mass inocula­ 
tion of first and second grader^ 
In Chicago, Richardson said, the 
vaccine will be sent directly to the 
Chicago health officer for the sac 
cination program 
Vaccine for the 
northern section of Illinois will be 
distributed to local health urns 
from the Chicago offices of

Local health agencies will direct 
the actual inoculation program- 
They have been laying plans for 
several weeks. 
Richardson said he had not been 
informed yet exactly when the new 
vaccine could be expected.

Seeks to Renounce 
$350,000 Trust 
NEW YORK HJV—Surrogate Court 
reserved decision today on a 22- 
year-old Yale student's demand to 
renounce a $350,000 trust fund will­ 
ed to him by his millionaire father. 
The student. Eugene F. Suter Jr., 
said Tuesday he . wanted no part 
of his inheritance and insisted that 
his “two hands and a head of my ! 
own” are all that he needs. 
Suter was reported to have al­ 
ready given away more than $35.-' 
OOO of the fund so far because of 
“ moral and political” reasons. 
The trustees of the inheritance 
and a special guardian claim that 
Suter is prevented by law from 
waiving his rights to the money. 
; 
Suter’s father, inventor of the 
permanent wave machine, died in 
1943 leaving an estate of more 
than one million dollars, including 
the trust fund presently valued at 
$385,000. Under terms of the will 
Suter was to get the accumulated 
income from the trust fund on his i 
21st birthday. At 30, he was to get 
one fourth of the principal; at 35. 
one third of the balance, and what- J 
ever is left when the fund expires 
in 1973. 
Suter was unavailable for any I 
reply at Yale University where he 
is studying history. 
He was re­ 
ported to live alone in almost Spar­ 
tan simplicity. His room was fur­ 
nished with a simple cot covered 
by an army blanket and books on 
socialism and economic reform.
